J. C. Carter, counsel for the United 
Statesomaintained that the rights of 
the United States in Bering Sea were 
absolute and unqualified. He argued 
over again that the Government of the 
United States is justified in protecting 
its rights in those waters in time of 
peace as wellas any other time. He 
claimed that the United States had the 
right to seize vessels caught in pelagic 
sealing. ‘‘Assuming,’’ argued Mr. Car- 
ter, “that the rights of property the 
United States claim is admitted, is the 
Gorernment of the United States to fol- 
low vessels found engaged in pelagic 
scaling home in order to claim redress 
for trespass against municipal 
This’ would not only inef- 
fectual, but would not comport 
with the. dignity of the United 
States. No nation ever deigned to re- 
sort to another nation for enforcement 
of itsmunicipallaws. The only method 
open for the proper enforcement of 
such a law isthe method of force, and 
that is justifiable in the case of the 
Bering Sea, onthe same ground as in 
the cases of revenue and quarantine 
Jaws.”’ 

_ Mr. Carter proceeded to argue on the 
subject of regulations, but was inter- 
vipted by Sir Charles Russell of the 
counsel for Great Britain, ~who said 
that Great Britain would not recede 


————fromrthe position that ‘the question of 


rights should be argued apart from the 
question of regulations. Sir Charles 
stated, however, that he would not ob-> 
ject to Mr. Carter presenting a state- 
ment of his views on the subject. 

An animated discussion followed, in 
which Baron de Courcelles, president of 
the tribunal, American Arbitrator Har- 
tan, British Arbitrator Lord Hannen, 
Sir Charles Russell and Hon. EK. Jd. 
Phelps took part. It was finally de- 
cided that the counsel for Great Britain. 
should argue the question of rights and 
the question of regulations separately, 
but that the tribunal would not give 
separate decisions. 

_In a grand peroration- Mr. Carter de- 
scribed the slaughter of female seals, 
heavy with unborn young, and other 
horrors of pelagic sealing. To pre- 
vent these horrors and protect the seal 
herds, the United States has taken the 
pesition which he had: explained to the 
best of his ability. . ‘*The United States 
has*taken this position at the risk of 
war with Great Britain,’’ Mr. Carter 
said, ‘‘and they have been ready to 
maintain this position and thus dis- 
charge a duty to humanity, even if they 


are obliged to face half the 
world -in arms. History would 
recognize their rights and the justice 
of their cause. The duty of 


the United States is not extinguished 
by the reference of the dispute to this 
tribunal, but has been merely trans- 
ferred. The United States has with- 
drawn and left to the arbitrators the 
sacred duty of forbidding pelagic seal- 
ing, and confining seal killing to the 
islands. If the tribunal should decline 
to assume the duty, it would only leave 
for posterity a. mew source of conten- 
tion.*’ 

From the beginning to the end, Mr. 
Carter spoke forty hours. As he sat 
down Baron de Courcelles, the presi- 
dentot the court, said: ‘I cannot re- 
frain from thanking you, sir, for the 
magnificent speech you have delivered, 
which has been characterized by a lofti- 
ness of view well worthy of this high 
court."

The Danger at St. Louis from High 
Water Believed to Be Over. 


Arkansas ‘Experiences Ite Third Tlood 
This VYear—Heavy Rains Hare 
Ceased In Ohio--The Situa- 
tion at St. Vaul.

St. Lovis, May 2.—|By the Associated 


Press.| For the present, at least, 
the danger of fnrther damage by 
high water seems to be past. 


This evening the river was stationary 


mediately anticipated. On this side of 
the river further serjou8s damage has 
been reported, and on the other side the 
situation is about the same as last night. 

The new levee south of East St. Louis 
isin imminent danger. Men and teams 
have been working steadily to save it 
for forty-eight-hours, but tonight it 
looks as if their efforts would be fruit- 
less. 

ARKANSAS'S THIRD FLOOD THIS YEAR. 

The advices from Southern Missouri 
and Northeastern Arkansas are to the 
effect that the third flood this year in 
the White and Black rivers is pouring 
down, doing great damage to all kinds 
of property.» 

A large'part of Poplar Bluff, on both 
sides of the river, is submerged, and the 
people were obliged to abandon their 
homes. The bottom lands of both the 
White and Black rivers are flooded for 


scores of miles. All the crops are dam- 
aged or wholly destroyed. 
At Steelville, Mo., water poured 


through the streets four feet deep, 
flooding houses. Many bridges were 
washed away. 

THE SITCATION IN OHIO. 

Cincinnati, May 2.—-The heavy rains 
have ceased,and cooler weather prevails. 
The danger of a disastrous flood in the 
Ohio River is not now imminent. The 
river now stands at fifty feet and six 
inches above the low-water mark, and 
is rising only half an incb per hour. 

The greatest damage has occurred 
along the smaller rivers in Ohio. The 
Miami is higher than since 1884. The 
paper mills at Franklin and Middleton 
were compelled to stop work along the 
Little Miami, and thousands of acres 
are submerged. 

Along the Sciote the same state of 
affairs exist. The City Park at Chilli- 
cothe is fooded, and the bottom lands 
are all nnder water. ‘ 

Only the absence of a rise from the 
headwaters prevents an unusual flood 
in the Ohio River. 

HIGH WATER AT ST. PAUL.

The Span- 
ish goveroament was forced into the 
treaty by the dipiomacy of Blaine, be- 
cause of a fear that, if the Cuban sugar- 
growers were deprived of their market 
in the United States through reciprocity 
arrangements with the sugar-growers of 
other countries, they would raise a 
revolt against Spain. The Spanish 
governinent intends to make the treaty 
so unpopular that it will fall to the 
ground of its own weight, and have im- 
posed an excise tax nearly equal to the 
duties remitted by the McKinley bill. 
Our Government will either protest 
strongly against the tax or wipe ont the

WASHINGTON, May 2.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Orders have been issued 
to treasrry officers, special agents, in- 
ternal revenue agents and others not to 


arrest unregistered Chinamen after 


May 5. On that date the Geary Chinese 
law provides that all unregistered Chi- 
nese in the United States may be ar- 
rested. As the constitutionality of the 
Geary act will be tested before the Su- 
preme Court on May 10, it has been de- 
cided to await the decision before or- 
dering wholesale arrests. 

Up to noon fourteen of the 140 Chi- 
namen in this city had registered, and it 
is expected that most of the others will 
do so between now and Friday next, the 
last day under the Geary Exclusion Act. 

New York, May 2.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] New York city’s Chi- 
nese are not registering in accordance 
with the provisions of the Geary act as 
rapidly as. are the celestials of Brook- 
lyn and Newark. Only twenty-four 
Chinese have so far enrolled their 
names.

It is expected that the 
local Chinese will come forward at the 
end of the week, by which time they 
may receive instructions from the Chi- 
nese Minister at Washington to regis- 
ter.

SAN DI EGO. 


Organization of the New city Govern- 
ment—News Notes. 

The new city government was organized 
Monday afternoon in accordance with pro- 
visions of the city charter. A short final 
message was presented by retiring Mayor 
Sherman, after which Mayor Carlson was 
informally installed, and briefiy outlined 
his policy. 

Owing to the absence in the East of E. S. 
Babcock, president of the water company. 
the case of the company against the city of 
San Diego to compel an advance in ordi- 
nance water rates guficient to allow the 
company legal interest on its investments, 
has been continued until June 6. The case 
has been pending nearly three years.

New action is aboutto be begun in the 
tide-water cases. United States Senator 
Stephen M. White was ig the city last week 
in consultation with orneys regarding 
the matter. 

George L. Fischer has B®en down to Cent- 
ral Americain the interests of Whittier, 
Fuiler & Co. of this city, and is very much 
awake to the importance of securing south- 
erncommerce. He believes that San Diego 
has itin her power to win a great bulk of 
soutbern trade and that the Central Amer. 
ican situation should be studied thoroughly 
by our business men. Mr. Fischer bas re- 
turned to Guatemala. 

The temperance people. under the aus- 
pices of the Gospel Temperance Union, 
made a great rally against the saloons Sun- 
day night. 

Hundreds of persons who could not ob- 
tain seats in the church where the raily 
was first held organized an overfiow meeting 
out of doors, and enthusiastic speeches and 
singing mustered a crowd.

A’ Mintng School for Los Angeles. 

This section of California is awaken- 
ing to the fact that it can produce 
golden bricks as well as golden oranges; 
that its mountains are treasuries as 
well as storehouses of power and per- 
ennial sources of water supply. Min- 


ing, as an industry, is worthy of all the 


encouragement in our power to give; it 
adds to our wealth, tothe producing 
portion of our population, and to the 
prosperity of all other industries, yet in 
Southern California the mining indus- 
try so far has been under the role of a 
laissez faire policy, which, applied to 
agriculture and hortétulture, would 
have seriously diminished .the common 
prosperity. Unlike these latter, min- 
ing’ interests have received but little 
fostering care from the State. The 
State Mining Bureau and the College 
of Mining at Berkeley have been ham- 
pered in many ways to such an extent 
that they have been unable to give the 
valuable assistance intended. 

For this reason it has been suggested 
that the establishment of a modern, 
progressive mining and engineering 
school in Los Angeles would be of great 
public benefit. The special field of such 
a school should be, first, to furnish in- 
struction to studentsin those sciences 
directly applied by mining and metal- 
lurgical engineers, and in the best 
methods ef applying them;.and, second, 
to gather, publish and properly distrib- 
ute literature embodving those addi- 
tions to technical knowledge directly 
useful to practical engineers and others 
engaged ih industrial pursuits con- 
nected with mining. 

Besides this special fleld, the .school 
could easily extend its instruction in 
applied science to cover the fundamen- 


tal principles of mechanical, electrical 
and hydraulic engineering—the last to 


include the important subdiyisions of 
irrigation, water-supply and utilization 
of water power. Such extension would 
greatlvenhance the usefulness of the 


ment of this school in Los Angeles. 
Suggestions from qualified persons will 
be welcomed, and may be sent direct 
to this office, either for publication or 
in the form of private information and 
advice. We will put such resvonses 
into practical hands, and secure for the 
writers, if they mean business, as defi- 
nite replies as the nature of the case 
will warrant.

In July and August the 
weather of Chicago is likely to prove 
disagreeably warm for Southern Cali- 
fornia people, and the element of per- 
sonal discomfort involved may go a long 
way toward negativing the pleasure of 
the trip. The moist, oppressive, 
‘“sticky’’ heat which one encounters in 
that ldé€ality in midsummer is some- 
thing that the Californian, accus- 
tomed to a dry atmosphere, cannot 
stand without-a good deal of grunting 
and groaning and occasionally some 
profanity. From the first of September 
to thé close will undoubtedly be a most 
favorable time for visiting the fair.

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‘THE COURTS. 


Commencement of the. Miles 
Murder Trial. 


The First Day Taken Up With 
Securing a Jury. 


The Hearing of Testimony Will 
Begin This Morning. 


Suit for Damages Against the Redondo 
Railroad Company for an Alleged 
Breach of Contract—General 
Coort Notes. 


The trial of George H. Miles, charged 
with murdering George Miller on the 
night of May 16, 1891, in a rear room 


street, commenced yesterday. 

The story of the mysterious killing 
although it happened nearly two years 
ago, is still fresh {n the minds of all who 
ever heard of the affair as one of the 
most murders ever com- 
mitted in the Wistory of the county or 
State. Miller was Miles’s partnér in 
the ownership of the saloon. On the 
day of May 16 he was intoxicated much 
of the time, and fearing lest he might 
be robbed of the large sumfof money 
which he habitually carried about his 
person, Miles prevailed upon him to 
putthe samein.a safe, where ‘t was 
locked up. In the evening Miller retired 
to one of the cardrooms inthe rear of the 
building. where his dead body was 
found later on a lounge, the evident 
cause of death being a wound in-, 
flicted by some blunt instrument in the 
right side of the head. A hammer, the 
head of which seemed to exactly fit the 
hole made in the sku, was afterward 
found inacloset in the saloon behind 
the bar. This was all the evidence ob- 
tainable that implicated Miles, and he 
was arrested and examined before Jus- 
tice Owens, but was not then held. 
The circumstances at the time led the 
officers to believe that Miller was mur- 
dered by some unknown party. Blood- 
hounds were placed upon the scent of 
tracks leading from the back entrance 
to the saloon, and the trail followed off 
into the mustard fields on the hills west 
of the city, andthereit waslost. After 
many months a new information was 
filed against Miles, and he was rear- 
rested and brought back to this city. 
from New Mexico, where he has re- 
sided for some time. 

The cause came up in Department Six 
yesterday with Judge Clark on the 
bench, the defendant appearing with 
his attorney, W. H. Shinn, Esq., and the 
people being represented by Deputy 
District Attorney Dupuy. 

On motion it was ordered that Shinn 
& Wilbur and Calvin Edgerton and G. 
W. Pritchard, Esqs., be substituted in 
place of W. H. Shinn for the defense, 
and T. E. Gibbon, Esq., was authorized 
to appear as associate for the prosecu- 
tion. 

During the whole of the morning ses- 
sion the time “was devoted to prelim- 
inary matters. The courtroom was 
crowded with spectators and friends of 
the defendant, anda great de4l of in- 
terest was manifested in all that took 
place. The work of impaneling a jury 
was begun at2o’clock. The names first 
drawn from the box were many of them 
those of the jurors who sat in the Bent- 
ley case, and, without exception, each 
was excused by the defense or prose- 
cution. The following twelve were 
finally selected and sworn: J. W. 
Beede, Walter Scott, Elisha Luke, A. 
.E. Meigs, L. E. Boyer, W. F. Lancaster, 
Frank Gerling, W. F. Hall, Solomon 
Lipp, A. M. Watson, W. C. Bell, S. D. 
Crow. 

The avidity with which the Bentley 
jurors were dropped from the list was 
very noticeable. One of them _ re- 
quested to be excused on his own mo- 
tion, and Mr. Davis, the foreman, ut- 
tered an audible ‘‘Thank you,’’ when At- 
torney Edgerton informed him that his 
services would not be required. 

The Court, upon ordering a recess un- 
tilthis morning at 10 o’clock, admon- 
ished the jurorsto be very careful of 
their conduct, and to discuss the case 
neither among themselves or with out- 
siders. “If you hear any one talking 
about it, go away from them,’ he 
added as a parting order.

POLICE BUSINESS. 


Business Transacted bythe Commission— 
Charges Against Officers. 

All of the Police Commissioners were 
present at the meeting of the board yes- 
terday morning. 

The monthly report of the*Chief was 
received and filed. 

» Ona favorable report the petition of 
Eyraud & Mazet for transfer of license 
at No. 238 South Olive street from M. 
Eyraud was granted, as were also the 
petitions of David Ciark fora transfer 
of the license at No. 166 North Main 
street from D. Felix, and one from 
‘Fritz Wamitke for transfer of license 
from No. 928 East First street to No. 
927 onthe same street. The petition 
of J. J. Maloney for the transfer of the 
license at No. 1603 New Main stree 
from Naud & Giude was referred to th 
Chief. 

Officer Theodore Roberts presented 
his resignation’ in a letter, speaking 
very favorably of his treatment while 
in the department. His resignation 
was accepted. 

Officer W. Forole was granted a leave 
ofabsence for thirty days andJ. J. 
Hawley was givena leave of absence 
for five months. 

A commonigation was received from 
M. T. Collins stating that in July, 1889, 
Charles A. Stevens, whois now a city 
jailer, hired a horse of him and over- 
drove it sothat the animal died. At 
that time Stevens agreed to settle for 
the damages, but had never done so. 

Another communication was received 
from <A. B. Hotchkiss, attorney for 
Stevens, stating that the claim was an 
unjust one, and asking that the board 
should take no action inthe matter un- 
til its attention can be brought to a de- 
cree ofthe proper court settling the 
question in controversy. The commun- 
ication further states that the attorney 
believes that such decree will bein 
favor of his client when all the circum- 
stances are known. Action in the mat- 
ter was postponed till Mav 16. 

A complaint was received from Soon 
Chung, a Celestial, stating that a cer- 
tain police officer, on April 9 last, to- 
gether with another officer, came into 
his store and broke furniture, This 
complaint was not sworn to.

Property-owners Advised to Go Slow 
on the Paving Proposition. 


Los Angeles Musicians at the Operah ouse. 
Improvements of Note—Pasaden- 
jans Leaving for the 

 ‘World’s Fair. 


It goes without saying that between now 

and Monday, May 15, there will be some 
lively hustling by the respective advocates 
of acement-concrete base and of an as- 
phalt-concrete base for the proposed street 
pavements to obtain the signatures of a 
majority_of the property-owners, who will 
be called upon to: pay for such work, to pe. 
titions calling for one or the other of these 
bases. 
“So far asthe present specifications go, 
the asphalt-concrete men have the upper 
hand, for thatisthe kind of a base the 
specifications call for. Butatleast a few 
of the concrete-base men are very mud in 
earnest, andifthere is such a thing as 
winning a majority of the interested prop- 
erty-owhers over to their side of the case 
they may be counted upon to do it. While 
the bulk of the evidence submitted at the 
Council meeting on Monday favored a_ ce- 
ment-concrete base. there are still two 
sides to the question, and before afgxing 
their signatures to any petition propérty- 
owners who have hitherto given special 
thought to the subject will do wellto do a 
little investigating for themselves. 

They will do well to inquire whether the 
“hydraulic ’ cement. which was referred 
toso often by Mr. Fish, is the same thing 
as the Portland cement-concrete, which js 
being so strenuously advocated by certain 
of our citizens. Probably in some cases it 
is, undoubtedly in other instances cited the 
“hydraulic cement’ is composed or some 
local cement, which is adopted on account 
of its cheapness, as at Denver. 

It will also be well to investigate whether 
or not such of the asphalt pavements in 
this vicinity as have aie reported unsat- 
isfactory are composed of pure California 
asphaltum. It should also be inquired 
what constitutes a perfect base, and the 
relative properties of asphalt and cement- 
concrete should be compared from this 
standpoint. 

No one’ questions the sincerity of the 
Council in the matter; and the fact that 
these gentlemen, after a searching investi- 
gation, declaréd in favor of an asphait-con- 
crete base constitutes in itself a strong 
ergument for sucha pavement. The prop- 
erty-owners,have plenty of time to investi- 
gate, and a dozen days from now will be 
early enough to sign a petition.

A Man Run Over by a Railroad 
Train at San Bernardino. 


Instantly Killed and the Body Frightfully 
Mangled—Murderous Assaualt on a 
Mexican by a Fellow-coun- 
tryman. 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

On Monday, while returning to his board- 
ing-house on Mt. Vernon avenue from the 
city, where he had been at work plastering 
a building, Joe Merrill was run down near 
the corner of Sixth and I Streets by Santa 
Fé train No. 104, and instantly killed. 

The train had just left the depot, and was 
ringipg the bell and whistling at each 
crossing, as required by law. As the train 
approached Merrill, who was walking along 
the railroad track, he stepped off to one 
side and walked for a few steps, and then 
stepped back upon the track, apparently 
oblivious of the approach of the train. 
The train was at this time too close 
to_be stopped, andevery effort was made 
by the engineer to warn him of bis danger. 
but he gave no heed, and was soon crushed 
to death. His body was parted above the 
hips and his legs broken’in many places. 
His head and face-were but slightly dis- 
figured, but pieces of flesh were torn from 
his body in various places and scattered 
along the track. 

Deceased was of Irish descent, about 45 
years of age and came here ashort.time 
ago from Fresno. It is thought that he has 
a brother living in New York, butit is be- 
lieved that he was unmarried and has no 
other relatives. His associates say that he 
was not a drinking man, and that his hear- 
ing was as acute as that of most men, so 
far as they knew.

There is considerable complaint heard 
about the lack of proper ventilation in the 
operahouse in San Bernardino. An opera- 
house seems to be one of the most dificult 
buildings in which to secure adequateventi- 
lation , yet just why this should be no one 
seems to know. Some change should be 
made inthis operahouse to break up the 
“drafty” effect produced in ventilating it. 

Of the thirty-one candidates out for the 
suffrage of the citizens of San Bernardino 
in the late city election, but twenty-two 
filed with the County Clerk statements of 
their campaign expenses, as required by 
law.

REDLANDS. 

About 9 o'clock Tuesday morning word 
reached that a murder had been committed 
at the construction campof the Redlands 
Electric Light and Power Companyin Mill 
Creek Cafion. The Times correspondent 
proceeded at once to the scene, which is 
about eight miles from here in the narrow 
gorge of Mill Creek. Arriving at the spot 
the victim of the murderous assault, a 
Mexican by the name of Jesus Lucerro, was 
found still alive, but apparently fatally 
shot. The Mexicans of the camp were very 
reticent about giving a reports of the affair, 
but the facts, as near as could be learned, 
are as follows:¢ 

Jesus Lucerro, the victim, and Vicente 
Guilyardic, his assailant, together with 
about fifty other Mexicans. are employed 
by the Redlands Electric Light and Power 
Company in digging the trench and laying 
the large steel pipe to conduct the water 


from the head gates in the cafion to the. 


power-house about a mile below. On Mon- 
day the workmen received their week's 
wages, and that night engaged in gambling, 
as is their wont when in possession of 
money. It wasa little after 3 o'clock on 
Tuesday morning when Guilyardie. tinding 
himself *‘broke,"’ made a demand upon 
Lucerro for ,50 cents, which demand the 
latter did not heed. Guilyardie then 
threatened to shont Lucerroif he did not 
give him the 50 cents which he demanded. 


| Thereupon Guilyardie pulled his pistol and 


began shooting. The first and second shots 
did not take effect, but the third entered Lu- 
cerro’s‘abdomen upon the left side just 
above the hip, and the fourth pierced his 
breast and lung to the right of and slightly 
above the left nipple. Guilyardie then 
oe outin the direction of Banning, 
and one of the friends of the wounded man 
attempted to capture him, but soon gave 
up the chase. Constable Jose Rivera 
started in pursuit on Tuesday morning. 
Both men had been drinking heavily, 
though the one that did the shooting 
seemed to be sober at the time. They 
were but afew téet apart—so close that 
the snot penetrating the abdomen had 
traces of powder burns about it. Con. 
stable Thompson Went to the scene with a 
jury, and, after dressing the wounds, re. 
moved Lucerro tothe County Hospital at 
San Bernardino. Itis thought that he can-

SANTA ANA. 

That wasavery good entertainment at 
the City Hall Monday night. Fd Tedtord 
was stage director and C. C. Edinger plaved 
a most important part, while Messrs. 
Whitson, Hunt, Hankey and Pitman 
acquitted themselves with credit as the 
rank and tile of the new Board of City 
Trustees. 

The audience-room 
interested spectators, and far out into 
the adjoining room wasa row of anxious 
faces peering over shoulders and through 
the open doors in the hope of getting some 
idea of the nature of the performance, at 
least. 

The first matter taken up bv this new 
body pf actors—the City Trustees—wasa 
reduction in the salary of the City Attorney. 
A motion was made that the salary be 
reduced from $50 to $30 per month. A 
motion was made to amend by making 
the amount $40 instead of $30, and when 
put to a vote therewas 
Whitsen and Hunt voting for the amend. 
mentand Pitman and Hankey voting in the 
negative. 
to the situation, and voted for the amend. 
ment, thus making the salary $40 per 
month. 

There were five candidates for the office 
of City Attorney, as follows: Frank Moody, 
Charles S. McKelvey, Z. B. West, F. O. 
Daniels, and I. N. Everett. It took six 
ballots to make asclection, the final choice 
being Z. B. West, who has been the legal 
adviser of the board for the past two 
terms. 

There were seven applicants for Street 
Superintendent, as follows: W. John. 
son, J. W. Earhart. C. L. Hall.C. R. Candle, 
J. #. Bridgeford, ©. R. Ward and A. B. 
Minter. Upon the tirst ballot A. 8B. Minter 
was elected. 

Sealed bids upon-the boring of an artes. 
ian well for eity use were opened, but as 
only one had been received, a motion was 
made and adopted that the bid be rejected, 
and that the clerk be instructed to adver- 
tise in the Los ANGELES TIMES and readver- 
tise in the Orange County Herald for new 
bids for the boring of a well from seven to 
‘ten inches in diameter, the bids to be 
opened at the next regular meeting of the 
board. 

Sealed bids for the furnishing of 100 
tons of coal for the city power-house were 
opened as follows; Spreckles Bros. Com- 
pany of Los Angeles, $8.25 per ton, f. o. b.; 
Santa Ana and Santiago Coal Company, $6. 
delivered at power-house. The matter was 
referred to a committee, consisting of 
Messrs. Pitwah and Whitson, with power 
to act. 

Monthiy reports of the City Recorder 
and County Tax Collector, and the annual 
reportof the City Clerk, were read and ac- 
fcepted. The report of the City Treasurer 
was read and accepted. 

Upon motion, John Russell was given per- 
mission to put down a line of one-inch 
water pipe in front of bis place, at his own 
expénse, and take the water at regular city 
rates. 

Trustee Hankey addressed the board 
upon the importance of putting in Several 
watering troughs and hitching posts in dif- 
ferent portions of the city, and a commit- 
tee, consisting of Messrs. Hankey and Hunt, 
was therefore appointed to investigate the 
matter. 

Trustee Hankey said he did not want to 
be too officious, as he was a new member of 
the board, but there was another matter 
which he desired to bring before the Trus- 
tees for discussion, and that was the ad- 
missibility of the city taking steps toward 
owning an electric light plant, and toward 
the purchase of a location upon which could 
be subsequently erected acity hall. He 
then produced some figures in regard to 
the present expenditure for rents, etc., for 
city buildings, and the advantage of the 
improvements, which rpoke most eloquently 
in their behalf. From the figures he gave 
it was estimated that the improvements 
could be made to the extent of $30,000, 
and the interest on this amount would he 


now paying for rented quarters. 

The whole board expressed itself as 
heartily in favor of the proposition, and 
desired the press to bring the matter be- 
fore the people. 

Upon motion the salaries of all appoint- 
ees by the board are to remain the same as 
herctofore. 

The appointments of J. P. Browne as

The clerk was instructed to comply with 
the request of the City Attorney of Fresno 
to send him a copy of the city ordinances.

The same was referred 
to the Street Committee, C. A. Hunt. 

The official bond of the City Clerk, in the 
sum of $1000, was approved and ordered 
filed with the president of the board. 

Upon motion, the Street Superintendent 
was required to give n bond in the sum of 
$2000, and make monthly reports of the 
business in his care. 

Upon motion, the City Attornev was in- 
structed todraft an ordinance defining the 


board. 

The report of the secretary of the Santa 
Ana fire department was presented, show- 
ing the names of thirty-eight members of 
the company in good standing, for the pur- 
pose of- the board paying their poll tax.

POLICE BUSINESS. 


Business Transacted bythe Commission— 
Charges Against Officers. 

All of the Police Commissioners were 
present at the meeting of the board yes- 
terday morning. 

The monthly report of the Chief was 
recemed and filed. 

On a favorable report the petition of 
Eyraud & Mazet for transfer of license 
at No. 238 South Olive street from M. 
Eyraud was granted, as were also the 
petitions of David Clark for a transfer 
of the license at No. 166 North Main 
street from D. Felix, and one from 
Fritz Wamitke for transfer of hcense 
from No. 928 East First street to No. 
927 onthe same street. The petition 
of J. J. Maloney for the transfer of the 
license at No. 1603 New Main street 
from Naud & Ginde was referred to the 
Chief. 

Officer Theodére Roberts presented 
his resignation in a letter, speaking 
very favorably of his treatment while 
in the department. His resignation 
was accepted, 

Officer W. Forole was granted a leave 
ofabsence for thirty days andJ. J. 
Hawley was givena leave of absence 
for five months. 

A commoanication was received from 
M. T. Collins stating that in July, 1889, 
Charles A. Stevens, whois now a city 
jailer, hired a horse of him and over- 
drove it sothat the animal died. At 
that time Stevens agreed to settle for 
the damages, but had never done so. 

Another communication was received 
from A. B.. Hotchkiss, attorney for 
Stevens, stating that the claim was an 
unjust one, and asking that the board 
should take no action in the matter un- 
til its attention can be brought to a de- 
cree ofthe proper court settling the 
question in controversy. The commun- 
ication further states that the attorney 
believes that such decree will be in 
favor of his client when all the circum- 
stances are known. Action in the mat- 
ter was postponed till Mav 16. | 

A complaint was received from Soon 
Chung, a Celestial, stating that “a cer- 
tain police officer, on April 9Jast, to- 
gether with another officer, came into 
his store and broke furniture.
